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previously pending corresponding apparatus claims. Thus, no new matter is added in 
the above amendment. 

Response to the Restriction Requirement 

In the Office Action mailed July 2, 2001, the Examiner divided the appUcation 
into two groups: 

Group I: Claims 1-30, drawn to composite claims; and 

Group II: Claims 31-42 drawn to multiple uses for the composite.
